HOUSES ON THE INSTALLMENT PLAN. 


One of the best methods of developing 
the growth of a city is the erection and 
sale of houses on easy terms of payment. 
It is this system that has resulted in such 
rapid growth of many Eastern cities.. To 
a certain extent this system has been in- 
troduced in Los Angeles, on a limited 
scale, during the pest year, but there is 
still much to be done in that direction. 
Under the present system the man who 
purchases a home on the installment plan 
has generaliy to pay quite a heavy amount 
every month and is frequently unable to 
meet the payments. There is not only the 
regular monthly installment of the prin- 
cipal, but also the interest, together with 
the insurence, taxes and repairs, which 
he. would not have to pay if he were a 
tenant: In a recent issue Land and Water 
has some good suggestions on this sub- 
ject. After referring to what has already 
been done in this direction, the writer 
says: 
than this. They should assist those who 
buy lots to build upon such terms that a 
man with a salary can afford to build in- 
stead of paying rent. This can be done 
without the expenditure of money on the 
part of the seller: One of the best plans 
for accomplishing this is being tried in 
some Eastern cities. It is patterned some- 
what up on the idea underlying the build- 
ing loan associations, but is much 
safer for the buyer and fully as satisfac- 
tory to the seller. By this plan a reason- 
able amount, genérally about 10 per cent. 
‘af the purchase price, is paid down. The 
deferred payments are then divided into 
notes, with the average interest computed 
in, payable monthly, so arranged as to 
cover whatever time may be agreed upon 
and the building is constructed under the 
joint of seller and buyer. The 
‘former if he so desires can hypothecate 
these .notes for money to build the house 
with. The advance payment and the moral 
certainty that the purchaser will continue 
his payments makes him secure, and every 
month increases this element of security. 
In case of default, with such easy terms 
of payment, a new customer to assume 
the lapsed contract can readily be found. 
On the part of the buyer, the danger of 
being closed out is ‘reduced to a minimum, 


— 


for he can find a purchaser for his equity, 


in case circumstances compel him to do 
so, and his purchaser can pay out ‘the 
contract. Under such an arra ent the 
operation would be something like this: 


The purchaser desires to build a house | 
costing say $1500 on a $500 lot, making 


A total of $2000. He pays $200 down, leav- 
ing $1800 to be paid in installments. By 
the payment of 10 per cent. per year on 
the deferred payments the notes would pa 
out in ten years, the amount to be 

monthly to be determined by the amount 
ef the interest to be allowed. Thus the 
average interest at 10 per cent. on $1800 
would be $900, which, added to the prin- 
cipal. would make the total amount to be 
divided into 120 notes, $2700, or $22.50 per 
month. The rate of interest would lower 
or raise the amount per month. For the 
first five years the amount of interest paid 
would be in favor of the buyer, but in the 
last five the seller would have thts equal- 
ized. To the seller this plan is one of ab- 
sohute safety, and to thé buyer one in 

which.he can accurately calculate his a- 
bility; and the time when the notes pay 
out, and he runs no risk from the failure 
of other parties, as in building and loan 
associations. The amount of his monthly 
payments would be less than is generally 
the case in loan socleties, and they would 
pay out fully as soon. or, 

“The banks of Los Angeles hold large 
sums of money on the own get 
little or no interest. This will always be 
the case here, for many of our citizens 
have retired from active business and keep 
a. large portion of their money on deposit 
or in convertable securities. In the plan

The Leaves Must Have Their Sleep. 


In the larger cities, where shade trees 
are fow and scattering, electric lights seem 
to have no visible effect upon their foliage. 
In the towns-and villages, however ,many 
of which have their electric light systems, 
the effect is very noticeable, the leaves 
appearing as though they bad been sub- 
jected to the blighting breath of a harmat- 
tan.

BIMETALLISM IN GERMANY. 
“There has been recently printed in 
the United States a translation of the 
report of the bimetallist members of 
the silver commission that has been 
for. some time past holding ses- 
sions in Germany. This report is pro- 
nounced by American bimetallists one 


ot the strongest summaries of the case 


for bimetallism that has been made. 
The conclusion reached in this docu- 
ment is that silver can only be re- 
stored to its normal position as a 
money metal by an agreement among 
the principal nations of the earth, and 
that it comports with the high position 
of Germany as a nation to assume the 
initiative toward international nego- 
tiations in favor of the rehabilitation 
of silver.

THE CORN CROP. 
A Reduction in the Yield—Supply for 
Shipment. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 8.—The monthly re- 
port of E. M. Thoman for November in 
the Price Current states that advanced 
harvest operations reveal a reduction in 
the yield of corn of one-half a bushel to 
an acre, as compared with the preliminary 
estimate one month ago. The total har- 
vest now indicated is 1,494,000,000 bushels 
on an area of 73,500,000 acres. There are 
evidences of light and chaffy grain. 
According to present returns 73.6 per 
cent. of the crop grades as mtrchantable 
corn.

Keeping Fruit and Vegetables. 
(Dr. G. C. Caldwell before Western 
New York Horticultural Society:) Green 
fruit es carbonic acid from the. 
soil and air and gives off oxygen. When 
fruit is ripening, the process is reversed, 
the fruit absorbing oxygen and giving off 
carbonic acid. These changes in the chem- 
ical composition of fruit give the special 
value in fruit for eating purposes. One of 
the most fmportant changes as fruit ripens 
is the change from acids into sugar. In 
this process the proportion of sugar in- 
creases as the process of ripening ad- 
vances. The time of ripening varies in 
different fruits and even in the different 
varieties of the same kind. In the grape 
the sugar changes are brought about in a 
short time.. Scientists have proven that 
sugar is transported in the sap to the 
fruit. Fruits got through two processes in 
ripening, that on the tree and another 
process after removal from the tree. Ap- 
ples go through a process of after ripen- 
ing in which there is no decrease in the 


are many species of living or- 
ganisms in the air which settle on plants 


entering. Complete dryness also 
prevents the growth of bacteria, as does 
cold storage. Besides these conditions for 
proper preservation there are many chem- 
icals which prevent decomposition by bac- 
terial action: Among them are borax, 
sulphuric acid and saliclic acid, all poisons. 
The complete success of canning fruits 


can only be obtained by heating a glass. 


or jar equally throughout to the tem- 
perature of boiling water. Salicylic acid 
is sometimes used in small quantities in 
this country in canning, but the use of 


‘this poison is prohibited in Europe. The 


tin used in canning the enormous amount 
of vegetabies and fruits used in this coun- 
try is made of bright or of terne tin. The 
latter contains much more lead than the 
former. The United States Department of 
culture made a chemical analysis of 
cans, and thirty were found to con- 
tain- from 1.2 to 13 per cent. of lead. 
Solder is rich in lead and in Germany the 
use of solder containing more than 10 per 
cent. of lead is prohibited. Along the Pa- 
cific Coast fruit-growers use sulphur in 
drying, but as sulphur is a poison its use 
should be restricted. Sulphur-cured fruit 
is less digestible than nature-cured fruit 
without chemicals. 
A method somewhat in use is to pre- 
serve fruit by imbedding in lime, as that 
material d not attack the ekin of the 
ing preserved in lime, changes 
are checked. Oranges, grapes, apples, 
pears, chestnuts, tomatoes, etc., have been 
tested for periods of keeping, and 
were found to keep from two to three 
weeks. - Peas were preserved until the mid- 
dle of April. Grapes of three varieties
